Each recipient of a grant shall provide, from a source other than the
15 State of Nevada, an amountof moneyfor the same purpose. The board shall
16 developa scale to be used to de!erminethat amount, but in no case may the
17 recipientbe required to providean amountless than 15 percentor more than
18 75 percent of the amount of the grant. The scale must be based upon the
19 average household income of the customers of the recipient, and provide
20 adjustmentsfor the demonstrakd economichardshipof those customers, the
21 existenceof an imminent risk to public health and any other factor that the
22 board determinesto be rclevar.~.
